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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art (US 6,782,865) discloses an engine control system for controlling transitions 
between activated and deactivated modes in a displacement on demand engine based 
on TRes. More specifically Tresis estimated using vacuum pressure determined by 
subtracting engine manifold pressure from the barometric pressure (Col. 1; Lines 57- 
64). Therefore, Rayl et al '865 fails to teach or suggest a controller that calculates a 
torque reserve based on an engine speed signal. 

The limitation sets forth in Claims 1 and 9, "determining a torque reserve of said 
engine based on an engine speed signal" are not shown or taught by the cited prior art 
references. 

The limitation sets forth in Claim 17, "determining a torque error signal; adjusting 
said torque reserve based on said torque error signal" are not shown or taught by the 
cited prior art references.
